While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved into n search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses In an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We cat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Kcaton of DCS Plalncs, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization In this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


HECAUSR OF THEIR numbers, the coop Is able to save 


members money by buying in bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Miles townships with some in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill Is'deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization is'serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people in charge of 
ordering for the coop can get the best values' from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere In Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month Is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from Its members. Coop coordinatprs Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
Icnc Margowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For instance, coop buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.85 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost coop mcmcrs 79 cents a dozen compared to 
about 92 cents. The savings on cheese bills is from 30 to 40 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, Increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in som.e 
phase of the week's work.

Every Monday morning, coop buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them in general 
what the grocery stores are charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryvillc Academy in Des Plaincs 
where it is unloaded and packed to individual family specifl- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or & 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in it (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

They 
said several nearby municipalities have 
taken a more aggressive stance and have 
undergone greater growth. 


"I'm scared to death that we're going 


to become n suburb of Buffalo Grove 
very shortly," said Comr. Gilbert Mono- 
son. "I would hope this village is not 
through growing. I think we ought to 
start grabbing." 


COMR. JACK Mctzger agreed, saying, 


"You don't see Buffalo Grove waiting. 
Everytlme I pick up a newspaper I sec 
where they're picking up another piece 
of property."

At 
present, all of the developed land in the 
village Is in Cook County, while a small 
section of undeveloped land is the only 
property in Lake County Inside village 
limits.

County the village could face problems 
with sewage facilities because of the dif- 
ferent jurisdiction. He said there also 
would be a "tremendous tax differential" 
on what residents pay for comparable 
homes in the two counties. 


Comr. Anthony Altieri said, however, 


that he thinks village expansion north of 
the Lake-Cook County line would be de- 
sirable and should be considered. Mono- 
son, agreed, citing Buffalo Grove as an 
example of a municipality that is in two 
counties.

"I'm looking at one thing and that's 


the airport," said Metzger. "If we let 
Palwaukee be annexed to another com- 
munity we're stupid and we're lax."

purchased and run as a municipal air- 
port.

was designed to correct problems at the 
Heritage Park west retention basin. 


The park board Thursday night said 


the proposal was unacceptable by a 3-0 
vote and directed Park Supt. David Phil- 
lips to return it to the MSD. 


"The board's feeling Is that the im- 


provements offered are no improvement 
at all," Phillips said. "It comes no where 
near the scope of improvement the park 
district is looking for." 


LAND FOH THE basin was donated by 


the park district in 1969 with the under- 
standing the retention lake would be suit- 
able for boating and fishing. The basin 
has never been used for recreation be- 
cause of its size and depth, and.it has 
been described as a "mudhole and eye- 
snro." 


The first phase of the MSD proposal 


would have consisted of corrective action 
to make part of the retention basin suit- 
able for immediate recreation. It called 
for deepending the center of the basin to 


make 5 of the 17 acres suitable for fish- 
ing and boating. 


The second phase, which would have 


not have been started for at least three 
years would have consisted of making 
the entire basin suitable for recreation. 


Park board members rejected the pro- 


p o s a l , Phillips said, because they 
want the problems at the basin corrected 
in the near future. "It will go back to the 
MSD and village and it will be up to 
them to come up with something else," 
he said. 


THE PARK BOARD Thursday again 


said it would consider taking legal action 
against the MSD and the Village of 
Wheeling if problems at the basin arc not 
corrected to its satisfaction. 


Roger Bjorvik, attorney for the park 


district, said the district has grounds to 
sue the village and MSD because of the 
problems connected with the basin. 


The easement agreement states the vil- 


lage "will construct, operate, maintain 
and enlarge the basin." In addition, it 
assures '"safe and sanitary" conditions 
that will not interfere with the park dis- 


trict's use of the property for recreaton.

request for a timetable on the Heritage 
Park basin improvements.

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Precedent or not.. .Ford explains Nixon pardon Thursday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - When Presl- 


dent Ford appears before the House 
Judiciary subcommittee Thursday, the 
confrontation might mark the first, sec- 
ond or third time a President has testi- 
fied before a congressional committee. 


No one seems to know for sure, but the 


Ubrary of Congress thinks It will be the 
first. 


Research has proved only that records 


weren't as thorough 100 years ago as to- 
day, that things were a lot more relaxed 
then and that facts are often confused in 
the retelling of a story. 


Take the popular notion that Abraham 


Lincoln went to the Capitol to urge con- 
gressmen not to Investigate a newspaper 


"leak" that might have discredited his 
wife. 


Accounts say that Lincoln "visited the 


Capitol and urged the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee to spare him dis- 
grace. .." 


Library of Congress researchers de- 


scribe that as an informal meeting with 
some committee members, and say it is 
as close as a President ever came to tes- 
tifying before a congressional committee. 


That would mean Ford would set a 


precedent with his appearance before 
Rep. William L. Hungato's subcommittee 
Thursday to answer questions about the 
Nixon pardon. 


The White House has researched the 


precedents and found that George Wash- 


ington and Lincoln had testified before 
congressional committees. But it admit- 
ted its Information was sketchy. 


Washington was thought to have testi- 


fied before a Senate committee in 1789, 
either about U.S. neutrality In the 
Franco-British war or on Indian treaties. 


Lincoln was thought to have appeared 


several times before the Joint Committee 
on the Conduct of the War and the House 
Judiciary Committee, generating the leg- 
end that he made an emotional state- 
ment before a committee denouncing ru- 
mors that his wife had been a Southern 
spy during the Civil War. 


Congressional researchers say Lincoln 


never appeared personally before the 


Joint committee and so never addressed 
it about the spy rumor. 


His wife was involved, however, In a 


Judiciary Committee investigation of 
who leaked his State of the Union ad- 
dress to the New York Herald before he 
gave It to Congress. 


On Feb. 14, 1862, the New York Trib- 


une printed a dispatch which said Lin- 
coln had appeared voluntarily before the 
House Judiciary Committee on Feb. 13 
to testify in the matter of the premature 
publication. This cannot be documented, 
however, and researchers are more in- 
clined to accept another report that Lin- 
coln met only with GOP committee 
members.

The statement is, In part, an outgrowth 


of conferences that ended in last week- 
end's two-day summit meeting. 


Meanwhile, It was revealed 
Ford 


planned to test further his "jawboning" 
tactics for reversing grata deals for the 
Soviet Union when top administration 
aides meet with some of the nation's 
largest exporters at 1 p.m. Monday. 


The meeting follows his weekend suc- 


cess in obtaining cancellation of con- 
tracts by two major grain companies 
calling for export of 3.4 million tons of 
corn and wheat in a year of dis- 
appointing harvests.

Urge ban of injectable birth control drug 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A House sub- 


committee chairman urged Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Secretary. Caspar 
Weinberger Sunday to revoke federal 
approval of a long-lasting Injectable fc-' 
male birth control drug because it may 
cause cancer. 


The drug, Depo Provcra, manufac- 


tured by Upjohn Co., was approved for 
limited use Sept. 12 by the Food and 
Drug Administration. A single injection 
of the drug provides contraceptive pro- 
tection for three months. 


The FDA earlier permitted the use of 


the drug in birth control pills, but the 
manufacturer voluntarily quit using it 


for that purpose in 1970 because It 
caused breast tumors in female dogs. 


"It is evident in this instance that the 


information available is insufficient to 
permit a determination that the injected 
form of the drug is not a triggering fac- 
tor in cervical cancer.. .or female can- 
cer of the breast," Rep. L. I. Fountain, 
D-N.C., wrote Weinberger. 


Fountain said that unless Weinberger 


acted promptly, the drug approval would 
take effect next Saturday. But an FDA 
official who asked not to be identified 
disputed him, saying the order is not ef- 
fective until Oct. 15 and that drug would 
go on the market even later because 


package labeling has not yet been ap- 
proved by the FDA. 


"While additional data may establish 


the safety of Depo Provera, the test re- 
sults at this time do not show that the 
drug is safe for use," said Fountain. 


In clinical tests conducted by the man- 


ufacturer, Fountain said women who re- 
ceived dosage levels planned for use in 
the injection experienced 2.6 to 9.1 times 
more known cases of suspected cervical 
cancer than the general population. He 
also said the drug is an undisputed cause 
of breast cancer in female dogs and that 
it causes sterility in some women.

A national nolsc-abatcmcnt group Is 


pushing for the state to develop and fi- 
nance a third major airport In the Chi- 
cago area to relievo jet nolso at O'Harc 
Airport. 


John Dalbis, vice president of the Na- 


tional Organization to Insure a Sound- 
controlled Environment (NOISE) and a 
trustee of Schiller Park, made several 
suggestions Friday for legislation to alle- 
viate noise at O'Harc In a speech before 
the state Municipal Problems Commis- 
sion. The meeting in Schiller Park was 
one of a scries of statewide sessions to 
determine local problems requiring legis- 
lative attention. 


Other recommendations by Dalbis in- 


cluded: 


• Legislation regulating aircraft noise 


emission standards for the state. 


• Funds for a monitoring facility near 


O'Haro to document violations of noise 
standards. 


• Establishment of a slate regulatory 


agency or authority to actively partici- 
pate in operational decisions nt O'llarc. 


• Directing the state Environmental 


Protection Agency to provide accurate 
information so proper aircraft noise leg- 
islation can be enacted. 


• Establishment of fines and penalties 


for violators. 


DALBIS ASKED for state action be- 


cause "we had become deeply frustrated 
and Indeed disillusioned by the continued 
absence of any federal or state action to 
control and abate aircraft noise." 


Ho said a separate controlling agency 


is needed because the Federal Aviation 
Administration and the City of Chicago 
ore concerned primarily with promoting 
air transportation, not noise control, at 
O'Harc. A proposal lo shift 40 per cent of 
O'Hare's traffic to Midway Airport would 
not bo sufficient aid, Dalbis said, If 
O'Harc would bo allowed to again build 
up to Its maximum capacity. 


NOISE Is pressing (or a federal com- 


mitment to alleviate jet noise. Dalbis 
said he thinks efforts by NASA, the FAA 
and the EPA could result In reasonable 
nolso reduction In three years. Congress 
Is already considering legislation con- 
trolling soundproofing or major rebuild- 
ing of Jet engines.

The cost of the better things in life 


continues to go up — like watching a 
blazing flrb in the hearth and smell* 
ing woodsmoke on a winter's day. 


In short, times are tough, even for 


woodcutters. 


This year, wood by the ton sells for 


$35 to $40 in the Northwest suburban 
area, depending on the type of wood 
you buy and the dealer you buy it 
from. Although some prices are 
starting out where they ended up last 
year, several local merchants fore- 


• see additional price hikes in fire- 
wood. 


Dick Price, sales manager of 


Lake-Cook Farm and Garden Store, 
997 Lee St., DCS Plalnes, foresees no 
problems with supply, although he 
said there might be a price increase 
nt any time. Last year, three price 
increases during the season brought 
his wood from $29 per ton at the be- 
ginning of the year to $43 a ton at the 
end. This year's starting price per 
ton is $49, he sold. 


Lake-Cook Farm Supply Co. In 


Schaumburg sells firewood at $49 per 
ton, a rise of $4 per ton over last 
year's prices. Another Schaumburg 
dealer, Jack H. Rohs, Inc., has 
raised his prices $3 per ton to $35. 


DEALERS AGREE that prices are 


rising because of gas and delivery 


charges. Several area suppliers get 
their wood from upper Michigan or 
Wisconsin, and transportation costs 
have risen steadily. 


There are several ways to buy 


wood. Some dealers will sell firewood 
by the stack, explaining that a ton of 
wet wood gives you less burnable 
wood than you pay for. Randall John- 
son, assistant store manager of the 
Lake-Cook Farm Supply Co., 510 E. 
N o r t h w e s t Highway, Arlington 
Heights, said that you get about a 
ton of burnable wood in a stack three 
feet by three feet by six feet. 


Wood is also sold by the cord. A 


cord is about a ton and a quarter of 
wood, or a stack four feet by four 
feet by eight feet, according to John- 
son. A cord is usually enough to last 
the entire season. 


WOOD MAY BE SOLD by the 


pound. At Jack H. Rohs, Inc., 
Schaumburg wood will cost you two 
cents per pound if you buy 200 
pounds or more. If you buy less than 
200 pounds, you'll pay three cents per 
pound. 


Supplies are now good, although 


the season is just beginning. But fire- 
wood is no exception to this year's 
inflationary price rule: before order- 
ing, customers are shopping around, 
according to one firewood dealer.

HICIIAKD WOLF, PHIA vice presi-

According to the 
recently passed law, communities may 
object to incorporation if the formation 
of the new city would interrupt or stop 
their deliverance of services, such as wa- 
ter and sewer.

'One-step* county tax 
collection proposed 
by GOP candidates 


by AL MESSEHSCHMIDT 


A single-step tax collection department for Cook County 


was proposed by suburban Republican candidates seeking 
election to the County Board last weekend. 


The six GOP candidates also announced a "policy position" 


In opposition to any county income plan. 


"Imagine yourself as John Q. Public," said Comr. Floyd 


Fullc. "You're attempting to get tax information. You can be 
bandied around downtown like a ping-pong ball." Tax collec- 
tion in the county includes 14 "stops" and crosses into offices 
of tho assessor, clerk, treasurer, data processing and board of 
(tax) appeals. 


"If one department handled it, and did it right, the cost of 


government would decrease," Fullo said. 


Fullo and Comr. Carl Hanson proposed the tax collection 


department at a Constitutional Convention commit too sharing 
In 1070, but tho plan was not included in tho Illinois Con- 
stitution after opposition from county officials organizations. 


TUB PROPOSED department would increase efficiency, 


eliminate errors and end tax confusion, Fullo said. A record 
200,000 tax complaints were filed in tho county this year and 
appeals before tho tax board topped tho total number between 
1063 and 1073. 


"County government has to be well aware of the burden on 


Individual taxpayers," said Honscn, who also is seeking elec- 
tion as board president. "The first way to curb inflation is to 
cut the cost of government," Fullo said. 


Board Democrats will push for a county. Income tax in 1075, 


after the Nov. 5 general election, said Fullc, a 10-yoar board 
member. 


The income tax proposal was first mentioned by a com- 


mittee of Board Pros. George Dunne's Home Rule Study 
Commission in June. The committee has not completed its 
final report and any income tax plan would require county 
board and General Assembly approval. 


AT A MEETING of the Cook County Suburban Publishers 


Assn. in Oak Brook, Fullc said that "there is no way that any 
one Individual will come out paying less than they're paying 
now," If an income tax is approved. 


The Republicans — Including Fullc, Hanson, Comr. Joe 


Woods and first-time candidates Mary MacDonald of Lincoln- 
wood. Ron Larscn of Worth Township and Hal Tyrrell of 
Proviso Township — called an Income tax "ill-conceived, ex- 
pensive and unfair." 


Fullc and Hanson again criticized lack of plan and cost plan 


for construction of county mini-centers in the suburbs. "What 
is going to bo provided, how much will It cost and where is it 
;oing to go?" Hanson said. 


Although the county contains "five districts," plans for only 


two centers, in Markham and Maywood, have been consid- 
ered by the county board.

Tho public hearing on whether John 


Whlpple, former director of Dwyer 
School in Arlington Heights, should be 
allowed to keep his school psychologist's 
certificate will resume Monday in Chi- 
cago. 


Tho Illinois Teacher 
Certification 


Board has scheduled the public hearing 
for 9 a.m. Monday and Tuesday at the 
Bismarck Hotel. The board will hear tes- 
timony on charges that Whlpple did not 
have tho proper certification to act as 
head of the school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children, that he allowed child 
abuse to occur at the school and that un- 
ccrtiflcatcd 
teachers 
were employed 


there. 


Another charge against Whipplo is that 


he was practicing psychology • privately 
without a license from the state. That 
charge has been under investigation by 
Cook County State's Attorney Bernard 
Carey. 


Officials from Carey's office last Mon- 


day filed a request for a temporary re- 
straining order against Whipple to keep 
him from practicing privately. Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Francis 
Dclancy has delayed ruling on the 
request until after the certification board 
hearing to avoid prejudicing Whlpplc's 
case. 


COOK COUNTY School Supt. Richard 


Martwlck and a group of teachers from 
the school have made the charges 
against Whlpple. Martwick has recom- 
mended that the certification board re- 
voke the certificate which 
allows 


Whlpple to work as a school psychologist 
in Illinois schools. If the certificate is re- 
voked, Whipple will not be able to work 
In schools. Tho school psychologist cer- 
tificate is different from the license to 
allow Whipple to practice privately. 


Officials from Martwlck's office said 


Friday they hope to complete tho case 
against Whipple Monday with the de- 
fense case beginning late Monday or ear- 
ly Tuesday. Whipplo has denied the 
charges against him. 


LAST MONTH the hearing began in 


Springfield with six hours of testimony 
before the certification board. The board 
then heard Barbara Hickcy, a former 
teacher at the school, testify that she 
was "threatened and harrasscd" by 


Whlpple and was told to resign because 
she "rejected children" and should not 
work in the program. 


Mrs. Hickey also testified that in the 


three years she worked at the school she 
saw frequent paddlings of children using 
fraternity style paddles and saw other in- 
cidents she characterized as child abuse. 


U n d e r cross examination 
from 


Whipple's attorney, Paul Rettberg, Mrs. 
Hickcy said she did not remember 
whether she had complained of child 
abuse before Whlpple gave her the bad 
evaluation and told her to resign from 
the school. Mrs. Hickey took her charges 
to Martwick in June along with several 
other teachers and resigned her job at 
Dwyer in August. 


THE CERTIFICATION board made up 


of teachers and school administrators 


from around the state, will make a rec- 
ommendation on Whipple's certificate to 
State School Supt. Michael Bakalis. The 
board might clear Whlpple of all 
charges, suspend his certificate for one 
year or revoke it. 


In July, the Northwest Education Coop- 


erative governing board, which runs 
Dwyer School, transferred Whipple from 
Ms position as clinical director of Dwyer 
to the Center for Child and Family Stud- 
ies, an out patient treatment center for 
children with learning and behavior 
problems. 


Whipple has been working at the cen- 


ter since school started in September. 
The certification board has allowed him 
to continue. Under the law, he can con- 
tinue working until the 
certification 


board rules on his case.

Roscwcll said the taxpayers' assistance division would con- 


tact by telephone owners of single-family residences whose 
taxes arc not paid to warn them of the legal ramifications 
and to offer any assistance needed. 


"I believe that through this type of outreach program we 


can prevent anyone from unknowingly losing their property 
through a tax sale," Roscwcll said.

Boils warn oi diabetes 


After 21 year* of G forces in lighter aircraft I developed 


hnlU of the buttocki. A migar tolerance test'was normal 
enough to remain on flying status, although the flight surgeon 
suspected diabetes. 


Ten years and numerous boils later, another sugar test re- 


sulted In bospltalliation for regulation of diabetes. The prob- 
lem was quickly controlled by n 120 calorie diet. 1 lost 10 
pounds and stay at that level. I'm six feet tall and weigh IBS 
pounds. My urine tests ore usually negative. The last in- 
fection took over a year to heal. My last fasting blood sugar 
test during this problem was 120. Tin blood sugar levels and 
the bolls are the only evidence of diabetes I have had. 


I have also observed that positive urine tests can be 


avoided by taking a stiff shot of bourbon. A doctor friend told 
mo It was because alcohol stlmultes the pancreas to produce 
more Insulin. If this Is true, perhaps some diabetics using 
oral medication mght prefer to control their condition In this 
manner. I'd appreciate your comments. 


Your letter Is Interesting from several points. First, 


frequent bolls anywhere often suggest the underlying problem 
of diabetes. Anyone who has them should bo evaluated for 
diabetes. 


Second, an infection will make diabetes more severe or it 


will cause n person who appears to be normal (but is really a 
diabetic) to have an abnormal diabetes test. Any stress, 
which includes infections, infectious Illnesses, accidents, 
physical injury or even emotional shock, can unmask an un- 
derlying problem of diabetes. 


Third, your weight reduction reversed your abnormal find- 


Ings and demonstrates a truth in the management of many 
diabetics. About half of all diabetics, at least In their earlier 
stages, can be managed quite well with simple weight reduc- 
tion. Of course the advanced diabetic with weight loss Is quite 
another problem. Many diabetics do not need oral pills. They 
need a diet, and they need to stay on It until it accomplishes 
the goal the doctor sets. 


Fourth, you had no symptoms of diabetes (except the 


bolls). At least half of all diabetics cannot bo diagnosed with- 
out a blood test, preferably a tolerance test or at least n blood 
test after eating (as opposed to a fasting test alone of one 
blood sample). 


NOW ABOUT THAT alcohol. It Is true that alcohol will 


lower blood sugar. BUT it docs so in a harmful way. A nor- 
mal person who drinks too much will have a low blood sugar 
(hypoglyccmln) the next morning. It is part of the picture of 
a severe hangover. Alcohol interferes with the normal en- 
zyme mechanism In the liver that you need to convert pro- 
teins Into glucose. It is also a way to incrcse the fatty depos- 
its In the liver caused by using fat alone for energy. 


Diabetics often develop fatty liver anyway, If not properly 


treated. The consumption of alcohol only makes this worse 
and causes it to occur earlier. I cannot condemn too strongly 
the Indiscriminate use of alcohol in diabetics. The low blood 
sugar effect of alcohol Is sometimes called "smoke poison- 
ing," which Is a slang term but which Is descriptive.

A 1970 political lesson

If the GOP is going-to produce a cred- 


itable showing in Cook County on Nov. 5, 
somo of its candidates might do well to 
examine yellowed news clippings about a 
Democrat named Bakalis. 


If nothing else, a trip to The Herald's 


newspaper library might be a diversion 
for these men and women, for all they've 
had to worry about recently is the fact 
that big-money GOP funds areri't coming 
their way. 


The GOP should look under "B" for 


"Bakalis, Michael, state superintendent 
of education," for there's a political les- 
son there that might help the GOP sal- 
vage something from next month's pre- 
dicted electoral slaughter. 


Four years ago, Bakalis was a little- 


known NIU professor who had the bad 
luck to be slated against one of the 
GOP's most popular vote-getters, Ray 
Page, for the top educational post hi Illi- 
nois. 


To all seasoned political observers, the 


race was expected to be a laugher. Page, 
although tainted by numerous charges of 
official corruption, was a vote-getter 
without peer in Downstate Illinois. Bak- 
alis, a political greenhorn, was to be a 
sacrificial lamb before the Page jugger- 
naut. 


However, the personable Bakalis didn't 


quite view it that way. A year before the 
election, Bakalis started speaking to any 
group that would listen to him. He prom- 
ised a clean, innovative reign as state 
superintendent, and he began to attract a 
following across the state. 


Meanwhile, Page sat back and savored 


an effortless victory. Too late he realized 
that Bakalis had found a quiet but sub- 
stantial following while lacking the big 
campaign bucks which Page could gen- 
erate. Bakalis, in short, had waged a 
g r a s s-rools, gct-out-and-moet-the-clcc- 


t o r a t c campaign which undermined 
Page. 


On election night, Bakalis edged Page, 


in an upset which jarred all those "veter- 
an political observers" you hear so much 
about. Aided by a Stevenson conquest of 


MICHAEL BAKALIS 


Ralph Tyler Smith and a landslide Chi- 
cago vote, Bakalis replaced the "In- 
vincible" Page, who then vanished from 
the political scene. 


Today, there's no race that's precisely 


comparable to the Bakalis-Page battle, 
and the Republicans themselves will 
probably be victims of another Stevenson 
landslide, at least on the state ticket. 


But the lesson of Bakalis' triumph is 


that you can whip a political machine, 
however entrenched that machine may 


be. You don't need big money to do It, 
but you do need the ambition, the cour- 
age and the perseverance to convince the 
voters of your political subdivision that 
you want to win. 


The Republicans, at least most mem- 


bers of the county ticket, have been 
moaning loudly about the lack of big 
cash from big contributors, but they are 
deceiving themselves if they think even 
$100 million will ensure them of a Nov. 5 
victory. 


You win elections 'by meeting voters, 


not at party functions but on the streets. 
You go where the people are, to the shop- 
ping centers, to the train stations, to the 
taverns and to the sidewalks. 


If you have the time, you walk the 


length of Cook County, so you understand 
its people. You sell yourself (in a posi- 
tive way) to the voters; if that happens, 
the money will usually follow. 


There's one member of the GOP ticket 


— Vernon Frazee, candidate for county 
school superintendent — who will not 
abandon his job for the campaign. So, he 
is a lunch hour candidate for office. 
Apparently, to Frazee, the campaign 
isn't worth the kind of emotional and 
time commitment which others before 
him have made. 


More than Watergate or Nixon, what's 


wrong with politics today is this kind of 
apathy, especially when the GOP should 
be waging a hard campaign against that 
shadowy beast called The Machine. 


Perhaps Frazee and others should take 


a lesson from Pete Bensinger, GOP sher- 
iff candidate, who is running a grass- 
roots campaign. Granted, Bensinger has 
cash, but he's also campaigned up and 
down Cook County, which is more than 
you can say for Frazee. 


No one's denying that money's a vital 


ingredient In politics, but it is not the 
only ingredient. If you need more evi- 
dence of that just ask Mike Bakalis. 


O'Brien reviews past battles 
'Organizing wins close elections9

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) — Larry 


O'Brien has written his second book. The 
first was a set of instructions for assem- 
bling a political campaign that was so 
simple and successful that tho Com- 
mittee to Re-Elect the President thought 
he must be keeping something back. 


So Gordon Llddy led his bungling bur- 


glars back to Watergate to bug the phone 
and learn the secrets of the Democratic 
National Committee chairman. This led 
to a scries of events of some national 
interest and to the last chapter of 
O'Brien's autobiography, "No Final Vic- 
tories: A Life In Politics From John F. 
Kennedy To Watergate." 


O'Brien writes an entertaining book, 


studded with anecdotes about tho Kenne- 
dys, Lyndon Johnson and a cast of lesser 
political lights. He also tells how he or- 
ganized winning and some losing politi- 
cal campaigns, starting with his own suc- 
cessful run for president of the bartend- 
er's union in Springfield, Mass. 


It turns out to be, just as the O'Brien 


manual said, a job of nuts-and-bolts or- 


ganization combined with the factors of 
good Issues and good candidates. 


"I believe," O'Brien says, "that cffcc-

live organization can affect perhaps 3 to 
5 per cent of the total vote, enough to 
win or lose a close election. I believe it 
made the difference in the Kennedy- 
Lodge Senate race in 1952." 


Some of O'Brien's stories are new and 


well-told. Recounting how LBJ was try- 
ing to mollify a group of congressmen 
who objected to Veterans Hospital clos- 
ings in their districts, O'Brien said the 
President told the group that one of the 
installations was a small town Texas VA 
hospital that had become "nothing more 
than a firctrap." 


To case economic distress in the town, 


he said, it would be used In the future as 
a Women's Job Corps Center. 


Rep. Harold Cooley, D-N.C., quickly 


disabused Johnson of the notion that he 
had soothed the delegation with the ques- 
tion: "You gonna burn the women?" 


"What?" Johnson said. 
"You said it was a firetrap," Cooley 


said. "You gonna burn the women?" 


Johnson sat down, saying "I didn't 


know we had Bob Hope hi the audience." 


But the usefulness of this book is the 


sense that O'Brien conveys that politics 
can be a rational and honorable calling. 
There is none of the Chotiner-Colson- 
Segrctti type of tactic extolled here, and 
in fact O'Brien relates that when he and 
others tried to put together a mock Nix- 
on-McGovcrn television debate in 1972, 
they leaned so far backwards to select 
film clips of the former President, that 
the project had to be abandoned. 


"When the screening was over, 


McGovern ordered that the 'debate' must 
never be shown. Everyone agreed we 
had been too fair. Nixon had won." 


O'Brien wants his story to be a defense 


of ethical politics and a spur to reform in 
the murky fields of campaign financing 
and political advertising — he damns 
both some of Nixon's anti-McGovern and 
Johnson's anti-Goldwatcr televison spots. 


And he says: "One of the reasons I've 


written this book is to show what the 
world of politics is really like, not an un- 
derworld of cloak-and-dagger activity, 
but a vast public arena in which men 
and ideas do battle and in which great 
deeds can sometimes be achieved."

A herd of buffalo Is going to roam a 


restored prairie in downstatc Fulton 
County under a new program which may 
create a national prairie park. 


The buffalo, coming to Illinois from 


Custcr State Park near Rapid City, 
South Dakota, are the focal point of a 
Chicago metropolitan sanitary district 
plan to build a massive prairie as an in- 
tegral part of the district's land reclama- 
tion program in Fulton County. 


The local sewer agency Is spending 


$2400 to buy the Buffalo — four cows and 
a bull — and an additional $2000 to trans- 
port them here from South Dakota. An- 
other $1300 will go to hiring a consultant 
to help the district establish the herd in 
the area.

control and sewage treatment to buy and 
keep Buffalo. 


But MSD officials argue that without 


the buffalo or the prairie restoration, lo- 
cal residents could face even more ex- 
pense. 


The district has to make the outcome 


of its project in Fulton County so desir- 
able for residents of that area that they 
will be willing to allow the program to 
continue. 


Without the consent of Fulton County 


for the district to use Its liquid fertilizer 
residues on tho strip-mined land, local 
residents would face the undesirable al- 
ternative of sludge lagoons in many local 
communities to hold the leftovers of sew- 
age treatment. 


IF ANYTHING, local residents should 


be irate that the creation of the thousand 
acre prairie stocked with buffalo, elk and 
other animals isn't closer to home, MSD 
planner George Kelly says. 


But there is no land available locally 


for such a massive project and the lack 
of roads in the stripmined areas of Ful- 


ton County make it ideal for the re-estab- 
lishment of thousands of acres of prairie. 


Kelly says the plans to purchase the 


buffalo have already caught the imagina- 
tion of Fulton county area residents. 


FOUR COLLEGES in the area are 


sponsoring prairie seed gathering ex- 
peditions, seeking native prairie grasses 
now found along railroad tracks or hi 
small prairie remnants throughout the 
state. 


Plans to hold a prairie seminar and 


workshop at Spoon River College are 
also underway, Kelly says. 


The buffalo will be culled out of the 


hard in South Dakota this month and af- 
ter a month In quarantine and in- 
noculations will arrive in Fulton County 
on Nov. 22, Kelly explains. 


The animals will be kept originally in a 


30 acre pasture which is part of one 
ranch on the 15,000 acres of land the 
MSD currently owns in Fulton County. 


Once they are acclimated to Fulton 


County the buffalo will be introduced into 
tlie area where the prairie is planned 


and will be kept in portions of the prairie 
which is not at that time being treated 
with liquid fertilizer and seeded. 


The idea, Kelly explains, is for the buf- 


falo to live on the thousands of acres of 
prairie, restrained in their movements 
only by one'perimeter fence and for the 
animals to cat only the prairie grass. 
The authenticity of the prairie restora- 
tion is in direct opposition to projects 
where buffalo are kept penned and are 
fed corn, or raised as meat, he ex- 
plained. "These will be really wild ani- 
mals, living as they once did on the 
plains," he said. 


EVENTUALLY TOURISTS would be 


able to view the buffalo off in the dis- 
tance on the prairie and perhaps a spe- 
cial area where cars could drive through 
close to the animals might be possible, 
Kelly said. 


Much of the vision for the prairie even- 


tually becoming the first national park in 
tho state and the idea for the buffalo can 
be attributed to Peoria Journal Star re- 
porter and former Herald reporter — 


Tom Edwards. 


In Journal Star articles, Edwards en- 


visioned a "Black Prairie 
National 


Park" where visitors could see the wild 
buffalo, bear, deer, antelope, elk and 
wolves. 


Edwards also envisions "fishing hi 


backwater sloughs, broods of waterfowl 
swimming in, prairie potholes, knee high 
grassed meadows and tree lines stream 
banks and beaver ponds." 


THE IMAGES OF acres of waving 


prairie grass and wild animals arc diffi- 
cult for some Fulton County residents 
who have been advocating that voters in 
a November advisory referendum urge 
that the MSD's sludge farming be ban- 
ned from the county. 


But Edwards and Kelly and others at 


the MSD think Fulton County residents 
can be sold on the liquid fertilizer land 
reclamation program if they can only be 
made to see the eventual benefits for 
Fulton County. 


The buffalo are a beginning in that di- 


rection, Kelly says.

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Smoking among the young 


They must make a choice 


(This Is the last in a scries of three 


articles by Patricia McCormack, family 
editor for United Press International, 
about cigarette smoking among Aracrl- 
can young people.) 


"I love to smoke cigarettes; it's so 


much fun," says the'puppet. Youngsters 
watching the puppet show laugh as vol- 
unteer Mrs. Elaine Anderson of the Lung 
Association of Hennepin County In Min- 
nesota manipulates "Bad Risk" — the 
puppet's name. 


Bad Risk is sad-faced and even has a 


bandage patched on his chin. 


Next on the scene is Good Risk, the 


patched puppet's friend. Good Risk has a 
happy look. The two-handed puppet show 
has been put on for thousands of young- 
sters in the Minneapolis area the past 
several years, under sponsorship of the 
Christmas Seal association.' 


The purpose: based on the principles of 


risk-taking, the program is aimed at chil- 
dren from kindergarten through grade 3. 
The show is designed to stop cigarette 
smoking before it starts. 


IN MANY SCHOOL systems through- 


out the nation teachers show a filmstrip 
called "I'll Choose the High Road." The 
purpose of the color sound strip is to in- 
form boys and girls about 12 years of age 
about the risks of cigarette smoking be- 
fore they start. 


'Til Choose the High Road" begins by 


exploring some of the opportunities and 
challenges today's young persons face.' 


The filmstrip explains that the enjoy- 


ment of future opportunities and the 
meeting of challenges will depend on 
their fitness. 


Three aspects of fitness are in- 


troduced: physical, mental and social. 
Fitness through development of whole'- 
some habits is encouraged. 


The relation between smoking and sev- 


eral health complications is shown, such 
as irritation of the nose and throat, In- 
creased heartbeat and lung diseases — 
Including lung cancer. 


Research by doctors and scientists into 


the connection between smoking and 
lung cancer is presented. The disease 
cancer is briefly and precisely explained. 


THE FILMSTRIP asks: "Is smoking a 


habit you want to form: and what leads 
young people to smoke anyway?" 


Cartoons of a wolf (big shot), poodle 


(glamour girl), mule and ostrich seek to 
expose the reasons* young people smoke 
as unbecoming and senseless. 


"The choice is yours — what will it 


be?" the filmstrip ends. 


Most of the health education materials 


in the antismoklng campaigns, from the 
voluntary health agencies and the gov- 
ernment, take that approach: giving the 
facts and then encouraging the young 
people to make the decision. 


Among other things, the youngsters get 


a little pamphlet about smoking. "Are 
you really you?" is one of the questions 
posed in the pamphlet. The answer: 


"Sometimes young people start to 


smoke because the other kids do. Or be- 
cause they think it will make them im- 
portant or glamorous looking. 


"Is it really very intelligent to do 


something just because others do — like 
sheep blindly following a foolish leader? 


"An Important part of your social fit- 


ness is learning to get along well in a 
group. 


"But to think and act for yourself. 


Only in this way can you be truly you." 


JOSEPH CLARK, of the American 


Cancer Society, said the society's public 
education program places great empha- 
sis on reaching young people with infor- 
mation about how they can protect them- 
selves from cancer.

Women alcoholics 
on the increase 


One third of the nation's nine million 


alcoholics are women, 5 per cent of the 
high school population gets drunk once a 
week and most teen-agers prefer booze 
to marijuana, a government researcher 
said Tuesday. 


In disclosing the statistics, Dr. Morris 


E. Chafetz, director of the Department of 
Health, Education & Welfare's National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Alcohol- 
ism, said women comprise the largest in- 
crease in the problem drinking popu- 
lation in recent years. 


Past estimates indicated that one of ev- 


ery five alcoholics was a woman; now it 
is one of three, Chafetz said. 


The recent NIAAA study, he said, 


shows that among high school seniors, 93 
per cent of the boys and 87 per cent of 
the girls have had a drink. 


If getting drunk once a week were used 


as a criterion, Chafetz said, approxl- 
ly 5 per cent of the students surveyed fit 
into the problem drinker category. 


"The findings indicate that alcohol 


is far and away the drug of choice 
among youth," Chafetz said. "Only 40 
per cent of senior high school boys and 
36 per cent of senior high school girls 
report having used marijuana, the sec- 
ond ranked drug." 


Chafetz spoke during a day-long con- 


ference in New York on the NIAAA's 
"Second Special Report to the U.S. Con- 
gress on Alcohol and Health."

Marriage a partnership 
new attitude of women

This Is llbcrntion? The typical woman 


of today figures she can cope with three 
roles — wife, mother and careerist — If 
the husband lends a hand. 


"There Is a strong pull among women 


toward bonafldo partnerships In mar- 
riage ... in which both husband and 
wife work and share the responsibilities 
of household and bringing up children," 
reports a new survey of attitudes of 
women (and men) on marriage, divorce, 
the family and America's changing 
sexual morality. 


The survey was made among 3,000 


women and 1.002 men In all parts of the 
country, alt size towns, the rural areas, 
among both single and married, divorced 
or widowed, from ages 18 to GO-plus, In a 
cross-section of Income levels. 


Nearly half the women considered 


marriage as a partnership with husband 
and wife both working and sharing the 
home duties. Over half favored com- 
bining marriage, children and careers. 


SAID THE POLLSTERS. "Since three 


In five women under 30 feel this way, It 
is very likely to become a strong trend In 
the future." 


The results of the study were an- 


nounced just last week. Vlrglno Slims 
commissioned the Roper Organization, 
specialist In opinion samplings, to ask 
the questions. It Is the third such poll, 
the other two being In 1070 and 1072. 


The pollsters said the findings of the 


current study pointed "to an emerging 
lifestyle . . . only hinted at in the two 
previous studies. Most evident Is a grow- 
ing sense of objectivity as women exam- 
ine their relationships with men as 
wives, lovers, homcmakors, career wom- 
en and mothers." 


None of the questions Involved the 


term women's liberation and Its effects. 
Instead, this area examined "efforts to 
strengthen women's status." 


THE SURVEY FOUND that for the 


first time a majority of women — 57 per 
cent — have come out In favor of most 
efforts to Improve women's status..." 


In 1072, 48 per cent expressed such 


support, and in 1970 only 40. 


Masculine attitudes also had changed. 


Today, 63 per cent of the men questioned 
supported efforts to strengthen women's 
status, compared with 49 per cent In 1972 
and 44 In 1970. 


The study showed women still trying to 


cope with the new sexual freedom that 
exists today among unmarrleds. Forty- 
five per cent view It as a change for the 
worse, while nearly an equal portion, 38 
per cent, expressed mixed feelings. It 
found younger women less concerned 
about the new morality and regarding it 
as contributing to more honest relation- 
ships and as less of a threat to marital 
stability.

Projects aid ivomen clergy 


Women rarely are represented among 


the clergy and theologians. 


A consortium of theological schools In 


the San Francisco area Is working to as- 
sist the movement of women Into these 
professions and to raise the status of 
women within the church. 


The Ford Foundation In New York 


recently granted $75,000 to the group, the 
Graduate Theological Union (GTU), 
which offers the MA., Ph.D. and Th. D. 
In theological studies to members of all 
faiths. 


The Foundation also granted $91,500 to 


the NOW (National Organization for 
Women) Legal Defense and Education 
Fund to help establish an office in Wash- 
ington. D. C. to monitor the implementa- 
tion of Title IX of the Education Amend- 
ment. This prohibits sex discrimination 
In public education. 


The amendment was passed In 1972, 


but enforcement guidelines from the De- 


partment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare were not released until this May. 


WITH THE WAY cleared to deal with 


sex discrimination involving both teach- 
ers and students the fund's new office 
will review federal agency procedures 
for handling individual cases. It will also 
publish a monthly newsletter for citizen 
groups. 


GTU will use Its grant to Invite visiting 


scholars to offer courses and conduct re- 
search on the role of women In teology, 
liturgy, religious studies and the organ- 
ized church. 


The funds will also support an Office of 


Women's Affairs which through publica- 
tions, conferences, and seminars seeks to 
raise the status of professional and lay 
churchwomen, serve the needs of women 
seminarians, and create a national infor- 
mation network of women theologians.

?e fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets - without paying those fancy prices

Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 86 families belonging to an orcawlde cooperative food 
organization. 


The families arc buying more food at less cost and enjoying' 


It more. They also have Immeasurably Improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved Into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses in an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We cat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Kcaton of DCS Plnlnes, co-ordlnator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization in this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


BECAUSE OF THEHl numbers, the co-op is able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine

MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. Neil 


said that with engineering design for the 
plant almost complete and a public hear- 
ing on the plant expected within a month 
the MSD lias not given any study to the 
ordinance passed by the city to regulate 
the plant. 


"If after the public hearing the federal 


government says we have to consider the 
ordinance, we'll look at it," Neil said. / 


Neil said if necessary the district 


might have to seek an injunction based 
on recent Illinois Supreme Court deci- 
sions that the city can't enforce its zon- 
ing regulations on the plant. 


MSD ATTORNEY Allen Lavin told The 


Herald his department was not studying 
the city ordinance. And District Supt. 
Bart Lynam said he also knew of no 
study on the city regulations and said 
that if one were being done, Lavin would 
know about it. 


The DCS Plaines ordinance sets up re- 


quirements for air pollution control 
equipment at the plant including calling 
for covered reservoirs. It also sets limits 
for the concentrations of airborne virus 
allowed to leave the plant site. 


Des Plaines Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


was critical of MSD statements regard- 
ing the local ordinances. 


He noted that the MSD was advised of 


the existence of the regulations during a 
hearing in March.

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel 


Sunday reasserted his intention to work 
for the preservation of the Des Plaines 
City Hall after it is vacated for new of- 
fices next year. 


Speaking before a town meeting of the 


DCS Plaines Bicentennial Commisson, 
Behrel said he has made It clear to the 
city council that he believes the building 
should be preserved. 


"I'm astounded at how the rumor grew 


that this building was going to be torn 
down," Behrel said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned this building will be taken down 
over my dead body." 


THE MAYOR SAID he has offered the 


building to the Des Plpines Park District 
and the Des Plaines Historical Society. 
The park district has turned down the 
offer, but the historical society has ex- 
pressed an interest in making use of the 
building. 
'"I believe the historical society be- 


longs in this building because it is fire- 
proof and I would like to make arrange- 
ments for them to use the main floor 
floors as soon as the building is va- 
cated," Behrel said. 


The mayor added he would like to see 


the Circuit Court continue meeting in the 
city hall building rather than be switched 
to the new civic center. "This is where it 
belongs," the mayor said. 


"I'm 100 per cent for leaving this 


building up and I'm sure we can con- 
vince the council that this is the way to 


go. The only question is what should go 
in this building," the mayor said. 


Behrel made his remarks after numer- 


ous speakers at the meeting urged reten- 
tion of the structure. 


REPRESENTATIVES from civic or- 


ganizations, including the Des Plaines 
Woman's Club, Junior Woman's Club, 
Art Guild and Garden Club, were unani- 
mous In their recommendations that the 
building be maintained and used as a 
meeting place for their organizations. 
, 


Virginia Edwards, a spokesman for the 


Woman's Club, presented a petition with 
more than 100 signatures urging pre- 


servation of the building. 


Speakers also urged the building be 


considered for use as a possible senior 
citizens meeting center or a youth drop- 
in center. 


The Bicentennial commission is work- 


ing to have the city hall preserved, re- 
named the Des Paines Heritage Hall and 
used as a city focal point and historical 
landmark. 


The 38-year-old structure will be aban- 


doned next year when city offices are 
transferred to the new civic center. City 
officials have made no plans for the old 
building.

He noted the number of political

his funds in 1972, when he ran unsuc- 
cessfully against Young, were from 
labor groups and that 22 per cent of

Mlkva said the issue that he and 


Young might differ the greatest on 
might be the decriminalization of 
marijuana. He said he favored such 
a move, but did not favor legalization 
of marijuana. 


"We arrest 16 and 17-year-old's for 


possession for liquor but we don't put 
them in jail. I don't think we should 
put people in jail for possession of 
marijuana," Mlkva said. 


Young said he is opposed to such a 


move and added that there are sev- 
eral reasons, such as possible dam- 
age to the reproductive system and 
other health problems which could be 
caused by the use of marijuana. 


During the question-and-answcr 


session, Mikva was asked how he 
could make an impartial vote in Con- 
gress when he receives backing from 
big labor groups.

Muskie: nation must elect a Democratic Congress

Sen. Edmund Muskte of Maine saw 


It all as a scries of good omens for 
Abncr Mlkva, the Evanston Demo- 
crat who Is seeking once again to 
wrest the 10th Congressional District 
congressional scat from Republican 
Hep. Samuel 11. Young. 


There they were, Muskie and Mlk- 


va, sharing tho common heritage of 
their Polish grandmothers, eating 
hearty Polish fare In a Polish restau- 
rant. In the Township of Maine, 
namesake of Musklc's homo state. It 
was even, quipped Muskie, a por- 
tentous sign that the other guest of 
honor carries "a good Maine name 
- AB-nah!" 


Muskie came to Nilcs Friday night 


to speak before a capacity crowd of 
more than 700 at Przybylo's White 
Eagle Restaurant. Those present 
paid $30 a head to fuel Mlkva's final 
weeks of campaigning. 


FOU THE PRICE they were re- 


warded with a home-cooked meal 
that started with large bowls of bar- 
ley-mushroom soup, followed by

teeming plates of chicken, roast beef, 
pasta and beef, mashed potatoes, 
Italian beans, and climaxed by Pol- 
ish sausage and sauerkraut. For 
those who were able, there were Pol- 
ish pastries to top It all off. 


Amidst this abundance, Musklo 


warned that tho nation is on the 
brink of "economic disaster." 


The former Democratic presiden- 


tial hopeful blamed economic mis- 
management by the Nixon and Ford 


administrations for rampant In- 
flation, and said that the cure lies 
ultimately in restraint "In the in- 
dustries that have enough power to 
exercise restraint, or to exploit the 
situation." 


Muskie blamed lack of restraint by 


the major industries for these price 
rises in tho past year: steel, 44 per 
cent; chemicals, 60 per cent; and oil, 
80 per cent. 


Muskio said the U.S. must find 


ways to convince the oil-producing 
nations that it is In their own inter- 
ests to resist a "glittering ... Inflow 
of dollars without precedent Into 
their treasuries" in the interest of 
world economy. 


BUT, HE SAID it must be recog- 


nized that those nations were ex- 
ploited by the big oil companies 
uhen they had no power. "Now they 
are using their power to right an im- 
balance." 


While the oil-rich nations and big 


industry continue to profit, Muskie 
said, the people continue to bear the 
burdens of inflation up from 4.5 per 


cent in 1968 to 12.5 per cent today; an 
unemployment rate of 5.8 per cent 
("and no economist predicts less 
than 6.5 per cent"); and spendable 
Income down 5.5 per cent. 


He said the nation must elect a 


Democratic Congress, with the view 
to electing a Democratic president in 
1976. "I want a PresidenUn 1076 who 
is elected because he is a man of 
integrity, with a solid vision of where 
he wants to go, and a rock-like belief 
in the ability of the people to go 
there." 


MIKVA EARLIER echoed these 


words when he spoke the necessity 
for individuals to shun political apa- 
thy and to work for the election of 
good candidates. Mikva contended 
that there are more people involved 
in his campaign than have ever ex- 
ercised political power in the district. 


Refusal of large numbers of people 


to write off government as "dishon- 
est, ineffective and unworkable," 
said Mikva sustains his hope "that, 
together, we can grow from what we 
are to what we ought to be." 


Rhodes: Democrats to blame for nation's inflation 


U.S. Rep. John Rhodes, R-Arlz., 


warned Now Trier Township Republi- 
cans not to be fooled by Democrats 
talking about economic reforms, be- 
cause, ho said, they are the reason 
behind tho nation's Inflation woes. 


Rhodes, House Minority Leader, 


told a partisan gathering last week 
that the Democrats "should take a 
look In a mirror if they want to find 
the cause of Inflation. 


"Democrats complaining about the 


economy b a little like Nero criti- 
cizing the Rome fire department," 
Rhodes said. He spoke to the town- 
ship organization during a fund-rais- 
ing dinner for U.S. Rep. Samuel II. 
Young. R-10th. 


"THE DEMOCRATS are the ones 


uho concocted our present tax sys- 
tem, spawned our present welfare 
program, voted for rocketing federal 
expenditures," Rhodes said. 


lie explained, however, that the 


nation's present economic condition 
Is different than most inflationary 
periods because of the continuing oil 
crisis In the Middle East. 


In supporting Young's candidacy, 


Rhodes noted that Young's opponent, 
Abncr J. Mlkva, Is backed by organ- 
ized labor and the liberal lobbying 
group, Americans for Democratic 
Action (ADA). 


He predicted that Mlkva would not 


preprcscnt the people of the district. 
He also warned that AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Mcany Is attempting to 


build a veto-proof Congress to push 
through more programs favorable to 
the labor movement. 


"PRESIDENT FORD has called 


for 
an Inflation-proof 
Congress, 


which would give him the things that 
would help control inflation," Rhodes 
said. 


"Young has done the job, he has 


fought excessive spending, and re- 
ceived a 'watchdog of the treasury 
award to prove it,'" Rhodes said. 


The Arizona congressman's re- 


marks set the tone for all of the 
speakers during the evening. U.S. 
Rep. Philip Crane, R-12th, also 
blamed Inflation on the Democratic- 
controlled Congress. 


Crane suggested that If the Demo- 


crats continue to control Congress, 
taxpayers will be working for the en- 
tire year just to pay their federal 
taxes. 


GOP 
SENATORIAL candidate 


George Burditt called on the Republi- 
cans to increase the number of Re- 
publican congressman and senators. 


Young, who closed the evening's 


speeches, asked for continued sup- 
port and hit hard at his opponent's 
votes on spending Issues during the 
two terms he spent in Congress. 


Young also cited his attendance 


and voting records in Congress and 
noted that he has returned to the dis- 
trict in an effort to be accessible to 
constituents.

Price fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets - without paying those fancy prices

Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 86 families belonging, to an nrcawldc cooperative food 
organization. 


The families arc buying moro food at less cost and enjoying. 


It more. They also have Immeasurably improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses In an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We cat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Keaton of DCS Plalncs, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization In this urea. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange Juice." 


HECAUSE OF THEIR numbers, the co-op 1s able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op Is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Nllcs townships with some in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Hcghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization Is serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people In charge of 
ordering for the co-op can get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere In Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from Its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
lenc Mnrgowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For Instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.85 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op mcmers 70 cents a dozen compared to 
about 02 cents. The savings on cheese bills is from 30 to 40 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, Increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one,of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them hi general 
what the grocery stores are charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The Infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food Is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryville Academy in Des Plalnes 
where it is unloaded and packed to individual family specili- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in it (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

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Census could give village home rule 


There's an extra $54.000 also at stake

The next person knocking on your 


door probably will be your neighbor, 
wanting to know your name, age. 
race and sex. He or she isn't nosy or 
forgetful, but acting as a special cen- 
sus taker. 


Klk Grove Village olflcials arc- con- 


ducting n special village census they 


hope will put the village In a home- 


rule classification. 


The higher population figure is ex- 


pected to place the village In the 
home-rule status giving It greater au- 
tonomy, and about $54,000 a year In 
extra funds. 


Elk Grove Village's population in 


1972 was 22,860. The homcrulc status 
provided in the 1070 Illinois Con- 
stitution Is afforded to municipalities 
larger than 23,000. 


The census figure determines the 


allocation of state funds. 


THE U.S. CENSUS Bureau is in 


charge of the special census with su- 
pervisor Diane Baronc responsible 
for training 75 persons now on the 
job. 


She said any resident who has a 


question about the census may call 
her at 439-3900. Census takers will 
visit homos during the day and up to 
!>p.m. 


Mrs. Baronc said census takers are 


mainly Interested in how many 
people live In each dwelling place. 


"Obviously that's the most impor- 


tant question," she said. In addition, 
a census enumerator will want to 
know the sex, age and race of every 
person who can be determined as a 
permanent resident of the commu- 
nity. 


What docs a resident's race have 


to do with a population count? "I 
wish I had a good answer. I'm not 
sure except that it might have some- 
tiling to do with statistical informa- 
tion that could be used as a deter- 


mining factor in establishing a prior- 
ity area for minority group federal- 
aid programs," she said. 


THE AGE FACTOR is used by 


school boards and senior citizens 
housing planning.groups. 


Other statistical information is 


used by industry and commerce. 


Mrs. Barone said residents con 


identify census takers by the official 
red, white and blue badge they wear. 
Anyone who is not contacted by a 
census taker within the next fcws 
days is urged to call Mrs. Barone. 


"We looked for intelligent people of 


good moral character who could fol- 
low directions, read a map and gath- 
er Information, with, accuracy. It 
helped if they liked being outdoors 
and enjoyed walking," she added 
when discussing qualifications. 


Mrs. Barone said she should have

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Children find BASIC computer a great competitor

A library Is a atual place for a 


"brain," especially one that's nice 
enough to share all iU answers tree for 
the asking and Isn't too stuffy to play a 
few hands of blackjack with a child. 


Technically, the machine located In the 


main lobby of the Elk Grove Village 
Public Library, is just a computer ter- 
minal — sort of branch office for the real 
thinker, the High School Dlst. 214 com- 
puter. 


Using the terminal, connected to the 


Dlst. 214 computer by telephone, anyone 
familiar with the BASIC computer lan- 
guage can run the programs already In 
the computer or write-new ones. 


BESIDES BEING able to work out 


problems, the computer also Is pro- 
grammed to play a variety of games in- 
cluding blackjack and even football. 


Children find the computer a faclnat- 


ing competitor, said librarian Michael 
Pcrlman. 


Perlman said most days after school 


youngsters can be found hunched over 
the computer terminal. It resembles a 
typewriter with long, skinny legs. The 
kids can type in football situations, for 
example, and the terminal will respond 
with workable plays. 


High School students frequently use the 


computer terminal, too, Perlman said. 
Many of them are taking courses requir- 
ing computer problem-solving and come 
into the library in the evenings when the 


high school terminals are unavailable. 


THE LIBRARY board decided to lease 


the computer terminal this fall from 
Western Union Data Services Co. after 
trying out a similar model on loan last 
summer from Elk Grove High School. 
The cost of leasing the terminal in the 
Dlst. 214 time-sharing system runs $125 
per month, Perlman said. 


Perlman 'says the BASIC computer 


language is not difficult to learn and any- 


one can be taught to use the terminal 
with a few minutes of instruction by li- 
brary personnel The computer's data 
bank also includes a self-help program 
for using the machine. 


The library has a list of all packaged 


programs included in the Dlst. 214 com- 
puter and library staff members will 
help terminal users write their own pro- 
grams to solve particular problems, he 
said.

Joyce Brewer, pscyhocducatlonal diagnostician at Hlllcrcst 


School in Hoffman Estates, said in a letter to the board teach- 
er self-evaluation In the "Red Max" program "will be truly 
beneficial to the students and the teachers of the district." 


In her letter, Mrs. Brewer said the Schaumburg Education 


Assn. has "generally taken a stance in opposition to the pro- 
gram," and the SEA has no right "to express such views in a 
manner that conveys the Impression that they are speaking 
for all of Its membership when they arc not." 


SEA Pros. Charlotte Weber said Friday the association has 


not taken a format position on the self-evaluation program. 
"Our only position is one of concern," and the association 
plans to study the program, she said. 


"I strongly encouraged people to come to our general meet- 


ing last week and express positive viewpoints," she said, ad- 
ding Mrs. Brewer did not attend. 


Tho SEA board of teachers, composed of a representative 


from each building, voted unanimously to study the program, 
Mrs. Weber said. "Any organization endeavors to speak for 
Its members," she said, "but of course each Individual is 
entitled to his own opinion." 


Mrs. Weber said teachers are concerned about the self- 


evaluation program for two reasons: teachers were not told 
about the program before it was Implemented and some 
teachers "question the test results that they arc forced to 
use." Mrs. Weber said.

MSD hasn't studied Des Plaines law on sewage plant 


Even though DCS Plaines has an ordi- 


nance regulating the design of a pro- 
posed sewage treatment plant, Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District officials are not 
taking It seriously — yet. 


MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. Ned 


said that with engineering design for the 
plant almost complete and a public Scar- 
ing on the plant expected within a month 
the MSD has not given any study to the 
ordinance passed by the city to regulate 
the plant. 


"If after the public hearing the federal 


government says we have to consider the 
ordinance, we'll look at it," Neil said. 


Neil said if necessary the district 


might have to seek an injunction based 
on recent Illinois Supreme Court deci- 


sions that the city can't enforce its zon- 
ing regulations on the plant. 


MSD ATTORNEY Allen Lavin told The 


Herald his department was not studying 
the city ordinance. And District Supt. 
Bart Lynam said he also knew of no 
study on the city regulations and said 
that if one were being done, Lavin would 
know about it. 


The Des Plaines ordinance sets up re- 


quirements for air pollution control 
equipment at the plant including calling 
for covered reservoirs. It also sets limits 
for the concentrations of airborne virus 
allowed to leave the plant site. 


Des Plaines Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, 


was critical of MSD statements regard- 
ing the local ordinances. 


He noted that the MSD was advised of 


the existence of the regulations during a 
hearing in March. 


"The officiate of the MSD should cer- 


tainly be criticized for the negligence of 
not following federal regulations that 
were specifically called to their attention 
on March 28,1974 in our 23 pages of com- 
ment on the O'Hare portion of the tunnel 
and reservoir plan," Ward said. 


HE ALSO disputed the MSD contention 


that the recent Illinois Supreme Court 
decisions against the city regarding the 
plant should have any bearing on the lo- 
cal ordinance. 


"This should have no effect on the fed- 


eral requirements for them to adhere to 
local environmental ordinances for the 75 
per cent federal funding on the sewage 
works," Ward said. 


He said the MSD claims that their le- 


gal department is not studying the Des 
Plaines ordinance also could cause fur- 
ther delays in the project. 


Ward has stated frequently that the 


district must comply with local ordi- 
nances as a condition for obtaining feder- 
al grants to aid in the construction of the 
$250 million O'Hare plant

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Price fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets — without 


by HAIIUY SIGALE 


Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on tho dinner ta- 
bles of 80 families belonging to an arcawldc cooperative food 
organization. 


Tho families arc buying more food at less cost and enjoying 


It more. They also have immeasurably Improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of tho co-op has 
evolved Into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses In an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We cat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Kcaton of DCS Plaincs, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization in this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange Juice." 


BECAUSE OK THEIR numbers, the co-op Is able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating tho 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Niles townships with some in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
contsof each family's weekly bill is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization is serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people.in charge of 
ordering for the co-op can get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere in Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
lenc Margowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
orRonlzatlon makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For Instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.85 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent. $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op memcrs 79 cents a dozen compared to 
about 92 cents. Tho savings on cheese bills Is from 30 to 40 


paying those fancy prices 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current-prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them in general 
what the grocery stores arc charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryville Academy In Des Plaines 
where it Is unloaded and packed to individual family specif!- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in it (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

Schaumburg's branch of Rush-Presby- 


tcrlan-St. Luke's Hospital will be built on 
40 acres of land at the corner of Schaum- 
burg and Harrington roads. The an- 
nouncement came over the weekend that 
the Chicago-based hospital will not build 
on the controversial site near Schaum- 
burg Road and Illinois Boulevard. The 
hospital has signed an agreement to pur- 
chase tho new site "in the range of $1 
million." said Clifford Buzard, hospital 
director of communications. 


The decision to move the branch hospi- 


tal to tho new site probably ends months 
of dispute over the property and appar-

cntly ends opposition to the hospital site 
from residents in adjoining Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


The 25-acrc site near Illinois Boulevard 


known historically as Sara's Grove — 
will revert back to the Village of 
Schaumburg. Prcs. Robert 0. Atchcr has 
mentioned the property as a possible lo- 
cation for a new post office. 


TWO CONDITIONS on the sale of the 


property still have to be met before the 
hospital can proceed with building plans, 
but the two matters are not seen as 
serious obstacles, Buzard said.

Year-old skeleton found 
in Deer Grove Preserve 


The skeletal remains of a body — per- 


haps an accident victim who wandered 
from a car crash more than a year ago 
— were found In the Doer Grove Forest 
Preserve during the weekend. 


Investigators sold the badly decom- 


posed remains were found Friday by hik- 
ers In Grove No. 1 of the largo forest 
preserve near Palatine. The remains 
were found lying on a dry creek bed 
about 100 yards from the path when hik- 
ers found part of a skeleton. 


The body apparently had been there 


"more than a year," a County Sheriff's 
Police spokesman said. "11 was quite de- 
composed, Just bones, really" he said. 


Tho investigator said they have been 


unable to determine the age of the body 
or any other clues to the victim's identi- 
ty. The remains show no sign of foul 
play, ho said. 


"We suspect It could be an accident 


victim, but at this point we don't really 
know," a police spokesman sold.

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• THEIIE WEKE reports of a Schaum- 
burg man wandering away from an au- 
tomobile crash more than a year ago in 
the vicinity where the body was found. 


The man, reportedly a passenger in a 


car Involved In a crash, was never seen 
again. 


A missing person report was filed on 


the man in May 1973. 


Police would not divulge the name on 


that report but the sheriff's department 
spokesman said the skeleton could be 
that of the missing man. Police speculate 
that the accident victim could have 
walked away from the crash in a dazed 
condition, fallen Into the creek and died. 


"It could be this man. We just don't 


know yet. There arc a number of things 
we have to check out first," the sheriff's 
policeman said. 


The remains were taken to the county 


morgue for tests where further identi- 
fication is a possibility.

hicles, Buzard said. 


Completion of the branch hospital is 


expected in "late 1976," he said. 


News of the move got a welcome reac- 


tion from Richard Regan, chairman of 
the citizens' committee for Hoffman Es- 
tates Community Hospital. 


REGAN SAID the Schaumburg-Bar- 


rlngton roads site is one he endorsed four 
years ago, and the proximity of the Hoff- 
man Estates and Schaumburg hospitals 
could help keep hospital bed costs at a 
minimum.

Residents try again to get 
faulty heating system fixed

Mr. and Mrs. J. Boyce are hoping to- 


day will be the day the faulty heating 
system in their Dunbar Lakes townhouse 
unit in Schaumburg will finally be re- 
paired. 


The furnace system leaks noxious 


fumes into the home, according to in- 
spectors for Northern Illinois Gas Co. 
Boyce, who moved into the townhouse 
at 314 Clearwater Ln. Sept. 1, has at- 
tempted to have the faulty venting prob- 
lem corrected at least four times in the 
last month by the Scarlet Glow Engineer- 
ing Co., heating contractors for the de- 
velopment. 


Each time inspectors from the gas 


company have tagged the system as un- 
satisfactory, despite Scarlet Glow work- 


men's claims to the Boyces that the unit 
was fixed. 


THE BOYCES' furnace is one of sev- 


eral at the complex which the gas com- 
pany found malfunctioning on original in- 
spections, according to Dick Leider, dis- 
trict superintendent for NI Gas. Satisfac- 
tory repairs were made on the other 
units, but Boyce's furnace was tagged 
repeatedly as unsafe, the latest tagging 
issued Thursday. 


"The workmen would come and keep 


saying it was OK and then the gas com- 
pany inspector would come and say 'un- 
der no circumstances use that furnace.' 
I'm getting tired of this," Boyce said. 


On Friday village inspectors and rep- 


resentatives from the Dunbar Corp. and 
Scarlet Glow checked the unit and have 


indicated the apparent source of the 
problem, a pipe from the hot water heat- 
er, has been discovered and will be re- 
paired. 


Village Building Comr. Joseph Julian 


said Friday the problem — too many 
bends in the piping preventing gas fumes 
from being properly expelled — appar- 
ently resulted from faulty installation of 
that unit. He said the company has 
agreed to inspect other units at the com- 
plex for the problem. 


SPOKESMEN FOR Scarlet Glow and 


Dunbar said the Boyce incident is an iso- 
lated case and that no other furnace 
problems exist in the complex where 
about 100 families now are living. 


"I can assure you it was not a wide-

Price fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets - without 


by BARRY SIGALE 


Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury itcak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 80 families belonging to an arcawlde cooperative food 
organization. 


The families are buying more food at less cost and enjoying 


It more. They also have Immeasurably Improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved Into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses in an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We eat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices,", 


said Tonya Keaton of DCS Plalnes, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization in this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


BECAUSE OP THEIR numbers, the co-op is able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Nllcs townships with some in Arlington Heights,' Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization Is serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people In charge of 
ordering for the co-op can get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere in Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
lene Margowsky of Pork Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.85 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op memcrs 79 cents a dozen compared to 
about 02 cents. The savings on cheese bills is from 30 to 40

paying those fancy prices 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. . 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative -came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order talcing to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them in general 
what the grocery stores are charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryvllle Academy in Des Plalnes 
where it Is unloaded and packed to individual family spetifi- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in it (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

Price fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets - without paying those fancy prices

Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


vcnl cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 86 families belonging to an arcawldc cooperative food 
organization. 


The families ore buying more food at less cost and enjoying 


It more. They also have immeasurably improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save on average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved Into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses In an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"Wo cat'like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Kcaton of DCS Plalncs, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization In this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


BECAUSE OF THEIR numbers, the co-op is able to save 


members money by buying in bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Niles townships with some in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 
. 


That the organization is serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people in charge of 
ordering for the co-op can get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and-elsewhere In Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent.by the cooperative on orders 
from its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
lenc Margowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.85 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
wore charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op memers 79 cents a dozen compared to 
about 92 cents. The savings on cheese bills is from 30 to 40 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, Increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form In which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op,buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
.called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them'in general 
what the grocery stores are charging for similar products. ; 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food.and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryvllle Academy in Des Plaines 
where it is unloaded and packed to individual family spetifi- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in it (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

He's got 80, wants 500 and knows one 


man with a collection of 1,200. 


That's Patrolman Gary Del Re of the 


Buffalo Grove police talking about collec- 
ting police department insignia patches. 
"It really isn't as elaborate yet as I 
would like it to be," he said of his collec- 
tion. 


But Del Re has only been at it for 


about four or five months. . "I just 
thought it was kind of a unique hobby," 
he said, seeming slightly at a loss to ex- 
plain how he got Involved with patches. 


DEL RE IS NOT alone, however. He 


said he continually runs Into other police- 
men who also are collectors and there is 
a lot of swapping. "I ask a department 
for a patch and they often ask for one of 
ours In return," ho said. 


There Is one policeman In Dwight, 111. 


who has a collection of 1,200 patches 
from across tho country, Del Re said. In 
his own collection, Del Re mostly has 
patches from nearby police departments, 
although one from the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police is among his favorites. 


Once Del Re gets about 500 patches he 


wants to move his collection to the Buf- 
falo Grove police station and all in- 
dications are that it will be welcome. 


To get his 80 patches, Del Re has sent 


out about 150 letters with requests. "The 
postage does get expensive," he said. 
"I'm trying to get it done before postage 
goes up." 


THERE ARE rejections and many just 


don't answer. Del Re said it Is easier for 
him as a policeman to collect patches 
than a civilian because "most depart- 
ments have a policy of giving them onlv 
to sworn personnel." If anything, rising 
costs of the patches themselves dimin- 
ishes a collector's chances. Del Re said 
several times he has been asked to send 
one or two dollars to cover the cost of a 
patch. 


Del Re, who has been a Buffalo Grove 


policeman since July of last year, has 
caused some slight jealousy among some 
of his fellow policemen. It seems a few of 
them also have been collecting patches 
and for a longer time, but haven't gotten 
as many as Del Re has.

One of these days, the Fremd cross 


country runners will come down to earth. 
And when they do, they will rank as per- 
haps the best group of harriers in the 
slate of Illinois in 1974. 


Saturday at Detweiler Park in Peorla, 


Coach Ron Menely's Vikings captured 
first place in the 20th annual Peoria Cen- 
tral Invitational meet, competing against 
defending state champion York, Proviso 
West, Rockford Guilford, and 40 other 
squads. 


"We're really floating," said Menely 


after his boys came home from Peoria 
with more trophies than they know what 
to do with. "We never won this thing be- 
fore, and It's a real good field of 
schools." 


Fremd won the meet with 84 points. 


Proviso totaled 92 and York scored 102. 
Coach Joe Newton's York Dukes finished 
third despite putting three runners in the 
top, five. Their fourth man was 35th and 
their fourth runner came home 59th. 


The Vikings' top man was captain Wil 


Fleldhouse in eighth place, followed by 
Paul Kinyon (14th) sophomore John Fi- 
losa (15th), Dave Scott (19th), and Jim 
Galls (28th). Soph Dan Ttschler was 37th 
and Kevin Richardson was 80th. Fremd's 
top five were just 21 seconds apart. 


"Our kids did beautiful," Menely said. 


"It was dog-eat-dog out there and we 
won on total guts. We followed our game 
plan, we did what we had to do, we ad- 
justed. Some of our kids were way back 
at a mile and a half, but they came up 
beautifully." 


Rockford Guilford was fourth (129), 


Maine East was fifth (133), and Prince- 
ton was sixth. Arlington finished 29th. 


Fieldhouse, Fremd's number one har- 


rier, ran the three-mile course in 15:01, 
one-half minute behind the 
winner, 


York's Ron Craker (14:27). Craker's 
Duke teammates Bob McCarty (14:38), 
and Tod Miller (14:53) ran second and 
fifth. 


"Fieldhouse didn't have it," said Men- 


ly. "He led for a while but they made 
a move and he couldn't follow. Wil's at a 
plateau now and that's good. 


"Scott lost a shoe and he got spiked," 


the Fred Fremd coach continued. "But 
he finished the race strong. Galls was in 
third place for a while but he went out 
too fast and he was exhausted later." 


For Fremd, the most satisfying aspect 


of the Peoria Invite victory is that they 
beat some of the best teams in the state 
— York, Proviso, Maine East, Rockford 
— on the state meet course. With the 
state meet coming up Nov. 2, things are 
looking good ,for the Vikings. The only 
highly ranked team they didn't face Sat- 
urday at Bloom. 


"Joe Newton (York coach) was going 


around telling everybody that we were 
the team to beat," Menely said. "That 
way, if we win he just says it was ex- 
pected. And if York wins he can say, 
'Look, we beat Fremd.'" . 


But Menely knows that bis team is still 


a long way from the state title. The Vik- 
ings' performance at Peoria was just an 
indication of what his team can do. They 
will have to do it again in the districts 
and the sectionals before the state test 
comes up. 


"We could see where we made our 


mistakes," said the coach. "We know 
what we have to do to correct them. But 
we stuck to our game plan — we tried to 
start out slowly." 


The big first-place trophy was evidence 


enough that Fremd had taken the Invite 
Saturday. But Menely had a tough time 
convincing his team that it actually hap- 
pened. 


"On the bus coming home," the coach 


said, "one of the kids was saying, 
'Coach, we won — did we really win 
this? I told them it was easy. All they 
had to do was run their race — attacking 
people, passing people." 


The Vikings ran their race, and when 


they come down from the clouds, they 
just might be number one in the state.

veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 86 families belonging to on arcawldc cooperative food 
organization. 


The families arc buying more food at less cost and enjoying' 


It more. They also have Immeasurably improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent on their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved into a search for high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses in on effort to provide their families-with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We eat like gourmets without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Ken ton of DCS Ploincs, coordinator of the Good 
People's Co-op, the only such organization In this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


HECAUSK OK THEIR numbers, the co-op is able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Miles townships with some in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Hcghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization is serving its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful evaluation of area food prices, the people in charge of 
ordering for the co-op con get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere in Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
lene Margowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization.makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For Instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.83 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op memcrs 79 cents a dozen compared to 
about 92 cents. The savings on cheese bills is from 30 to 40 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, Increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOB the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented oncc-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them in general 
what the grocery stores arc charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The Infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryville Academy in Des Plaines 
where it is unloaded and packed to individual family specifi- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are in It (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

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Teichert agrees: 
downtown home 
project coming

Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tci- 


chert said ho is not surprised that con- 
sultants studying downtown redevelop- 
ment have suggested the area's growth 
potential lies In apartment development 
and limited office space development 
rather than retail expansion. 


"I was a little surprised at the study's 


total Impact of saying no more retail de- 
velopment, but In general the findings 
did not surprise me," Teichert said Fri- 
day. 


The report, compiled by Property Con- 


sultnnts Inc., Northficld, and submitted 
last week to the village's ad hoc down- 
town planning committee, said downtown 
Mount Prospect Is overbuilt with retail 
space and suggested planning be aimed 
at residential development. 


TKICIIEIIT SAID he has not read the 


report submitted by Joan Walker, presi- 
dent of the consulting firm, but he 
guessed the findings would not sit well 
with residents. 


"People will find it difficult to absorb 


results that arc going to keep talking 
about multi-family development yet the 
writing is so clearly on the wall that this 
Is the future for the well-being of com- 
munities." Teichert said. "If we build In 
a cllnctclc, there may be more hope for 
retail business." 


Teichert said he still favors an effort to 


help existing retail firms Increase their 
business. "I would rather lend support to 
help the existing retail market than pro- 
ceed in terms of expanding that mar- 
ket." 


Trustees E. F. Richardson, Richard N. 


Hondrlcks, Kenneth V. Scholtcn and 
Marie L. Caylor said Friday they have 
not yet read the consultant's report. 
Trustees George B. Anderson and 0. T. 
Gustus could not be reached for com- 
ment. 


IN HEH HEI'ORT Mrs. Walker said 


the preliminary findings of the con- 
sultants arc "subject to change as the 
analysis progresses." Further reports 
will be forthcoming from Mrs. Walker's 
firm and Barton-Aschmnn Associates, 
Chicago, which also was hired to prepare 
studies of the downtown area.

New community service complex planned 


a 


Township office needs room to serve 


Wheeling Township officials arc mak- 


ing preliminary plans to close the town- 
ship office at 1818 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, and replace It with a 
larger office, including community meet- 
ing space, at 1620 N. Arlington Heights 
Rd. 


The new community service complex 


would provide office space for the town- 
ship as well as rent-free office and meet- 
ing space to community service organi- 
zations, according to Ethel Kolcrus, 
Wheeling township supervisor. 


Mrs. Kolcrus said service agencies us- 


ing the township office arc "already 
cramped for space and need more room 
to serve the community properly." 


Township officials plan to bring "all of 


the social agencies that we can, that 
serve the entire township, under one roof 
for everyone's convenience," Mrs. Ko- 
lcrus sold. 


ALTHOUGH TIIEUE arc no official 


designs for the complex, Mrs. Kolcrus 
would like to sec a two-story building 
with an adjacent parking lot done In a 
"Wllllamsburg style, or some design that 
Is warm, attractive, and homey looking 
to the community," she said. 


"This will be a place where people in 


the township will come for community 
services, welfare, and various social ac- 
tivities, so we want it to be an inviting 
and friendly place." The township has 
negotiated a $92,400 price with the prop- 
erty owner for. the lot just west of Maude 
Avenue and south of Palatine Road. 


Mrs. Kolcrus said the township would 


purchase the property, tear down the 
present house and construct the complex 
with federal revenue-sharing funds along 
with about $150,000 from the sale of the 
township's present administrative center 
and land. 


Federal guidelines provide that a town- 


ship may use an undetermined portion of 
revenue-sharing funds for capital ex- 
penditures. The township also may have 
to rely on the sale of bonds or on funds 
from a referendum for additional project 
funds, Mrs. Kolcrus said. 


TOWNSHIP OFFICIALS arc scheduled 


to meet Oct 15 with the Arlington Heights 
plat and subdivision committee to pre- 
sent the preliminary plans and conce-irt 
of the complex. 


The architect for the complex, James 


Ray of Arlington Heights, will not be re- 
quired to present detailed and designed 


plans to the village until the township 
meets with the Arlington Heights Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


The site for the complex Is zoned resi- 


dential and would require rezonlng to of- 
fice use. Mrs. Kolcrus said she also plans 
to have the lot annexed to the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 


The preliminary agreement that the 


township has made with the owner of the 
Mte is contingent upon the rezonlng of 
the property by the village, the positive 
results of the soil tests that would show it 
will support a substantial-sized building, 
and the approval of the project by town- 
ship residents, Mrs. Kolerus said. 


"IF THE VILLAGE will not change 


the zoning of the property then we will 
have to look elsewhere for a site for the 
complex. We also are concerned about_ 
getting good response to the complex 
from the township residents," she said. 


THE TOWNSHIP will conduct a public 


hearing at 7:30 p.m. Oct. 17 at the town- 
ship hall to obtain input and response to 
the project by township residents. 


Mrs. Kolerus said township and senior 


citizens services probably would be lo- 
cated on the first floor of the complex. 
The other social service agency offices 


and meeting rooms would be on the sec- 
ond level, and the youth facilities would 
be In the basement of the building. 


She suggested that the building might 


be used for senior citizens service and 
s o c i a l groups, and various youth 
agencies in the area that currently use 
township facilities and receive revenue- 
sharing funds from the township. 


THE SALVATION Army Family Coun- 


seling Service received $57,000 in reve- 
nue-sharing funds from the township for 
1974-75, and is using the township admin- 
istrative center facilities night and day, 
six days a week. 


The township's welfare and case work 


services to the community also are short 
of space in the township's main building. 


Mrs. Kolerus said the agencies located 


in the new complex probably would pay 
only a small contribution to the township 
for using the space, and probably would 
contribute a small amount to pay for the 
building maintenance. -The 
complex 


would be tax exempt under law, as it 
would belong to a government agency. 


"I'm really very excited about this 


project. We are planning the complex be- 
cause we feel that it is in the best inter- 
est of the community," she said.

Student learns survival tactics 


Kris Aspen, 311 S. Emerson St., 


recently returned from a five-week trip 
in the rugged moutalnous areas of 
Wyoming. He was on a wilderness sur- 
vival training course offered by the Na- 
tional Outdoor Leadership School. 


The expedition covered all aspects of 


living and surviving In the rough out- 
doors. It concluded with participants 
trekking 32 miles In four days, using 
their newly learned abilities for survival 
and sustenance. 


There were 17 students, male and fe- 


male, and three Instructors In Kris' 
NOLS group. Participants were 16 to 27 
years old — though they were mostly 
students about 20, Kris' ago. 


Tho wilderness expedition started at 


Lander, Wyo., with a thorough ori- 
entation. Clothing and equipment was 
checked to be sure It was adequate and 
appropriate. Each person carried 33 
pounds of food, 00 pounds of equipment. 


DURING T1IK entire five weeks, there 


was no communication with the outside 
world. 


"It was the middle of September, when 


we got back from the trip," said Kris, 
"when 1 learned we had a now U.S. pres- 
ident." 


Kris reports that the trip was an ex- 


citing and demanding learning experi- 
ence. He tells of spending six days on 
glaciers. At one time the chill factor was 
20 degrees below zero. 


The NOLS students climbed mountains, 


went up to 13,600 feet. They crossed the 
Continental Divide at 13,000 feet. 


Kris was chased up a tree by an elk. 


He also sank In a mud hole up to his 
waist. 


Undaunted Kris, a rugged outdoor 


type, commented, "I thought there was 
more danger driving out to Wyoming on 
Interstate 80 than In the mountains." 


"The food was fabulous," he said. "We 


had a lot of natural foods and often wild 
plants, like mountain blueberries, mln- 
3crs* lettuce. Fish was plentiful. We 
fished all along the way. I caught my 
limit of eight trout In 10 minutes. We 
drank water from mountain streams. 
We'd just dip and drink." 


Kris lost IS pounds on the trip which he 


fell was a result of the'arduous activity. 


SERIOUS STUDY was, of course, a 


basic part of the trip. Expedition mem- 
bers learned techniques of mountain- 
eering, rock climbing, expedition plan- 
n i n g and camping, practical 
con- 


servation, practical survival and had na- 
ture and ecology studies. Also, they had 
courses in first aid, map reading, cook- 
ing, setting up and taking down camp- 
sites — leaving the area unscorrcd. 


NOLS is a nonprofit organization 


claimed to bo "dedicated to teaching 
people how to enjoy and conserve the 
natural wilderness." College credit is 
available for the outdoor courses. Upon 
completion, graduates of the class arc 
qualified to lead other expeditions. 


Kris Aspen is a 1972 graduate of Pros- 


pect High School. He attended Harper 
College for two years, and will be going 
to Eastern Illinois University In January. 


To the surprise of no one, his major is 


wildlife and biology, fish and game.

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Price fighters join forces in food co-op 


86 area families eat like gourmets - without paying those fancy prices.

Chicken Kiev has replaced broiled chicken, and breaded 


veal cutlet has overthrown Salisbury steak on the dinner ta- 
bles of 86 families belonging to an arcawldc cooperative food 
organisation. 


The families arc buying more food at less cost and enjoying 


it more. They also have Immeasurably Improved their eating 
habits while rebelling against skyrocketing grocery store 
prices. 


While they save an average of about 20 per cent an their 


monthly food bill the primary purpose of the co-op has 
evolved Into a search for'high-quality produce, meats and 
cheeses' in an effort to provide their families with balanced, 
nutritional meals. 


"We cat like gourmets'without paying gourmet prices," 


said Tonya Kca'ton of DCS Plalncs, coordinator of the Good* 
People's Co-op, the only such organization In this area. "My 
family hasn't eaten anything canned or frozen since March. 
My son drinks only fresh orange juice." 


BECAUSE OF THEIR numbers, the co-op Is able to save 


members money by buying In bulk quantity, eliminating the 
middleman and doing most of the ordering, packaging and 
distributing themselves. 


The co-op is comprised of families residing mainly in Maine 


and Miles townships with some in Arlington Heights,. Mount 
Prospect and Prospect Heghts. It costs $15 to join and 10 per 
cent of each family's weekly bill Is deducted for state 
tax and operating costs. 


That the organization is serving Its purpose shows in lower 


food bills and less trips to the supermarket. Through a care- 
ful -evaluation of area food prices, the people in charge of 
ordering .for the co-op can get the best values from suppliers 
on South Water Market Street and elsewhere In Chicago. 
Nearly $7000 a month is spent by the cooperative on orders 
from Its members. Co-op coordinators Mrs. Keaton and Ar- 
Icne Margowsky of Park Ridge boast of special deals the 
organization makes each week while undercutting grocery 
store prices. 


For instance, co-op buyers purchased beef tenderloin for 


$1.05 a pound when the supermarket was selling it for $4 or 
more. They spent $1.01 for ground check when the stores 
were charging about $1.19. A pound of margarine cost them 
55 cents, a savings of anywhere from 15 to 20 cents. Extra- 
large eggs cost co-op memers 79 cents.a dozen-compared to 
about 92 cents. The savings on cheese bills Is from 30 to' 40 


per cent. Both sets of prices, they said, increase just about 
every week but the store prices usually go higher. 


THE IDEA FOR the cooperative came at a night school 


meeting at Niles West High School and was refined to its 
present form in which each member has a specific function 
on one of four teams. From Monday night order taking to 
distributing, each family is represented once-a-month in some 
phase of the week's work. 


Every Monday morning, co-op buyers call suppliers for a 


list of the current prices, then check these against something 
called an "agriculture sheet" which tells them in general 
what the grocery stores are charging for similar products. 


Each order taker calls 11 families and reports the type of 


food and quantity wanted to a central order taker. The infor- 
mation is relayed to the buyer who calls the supplier the next 
day and places the order. On Friday, the food is delivered to 
the distribution center at Maryville Academy in Des Plaines 
where it Is unloaded and packed to individual family specifi- 
caton. Then the food is stored in three used freezers or a 
refrigerator (donated) until picked up by the families. 


"A lot of people are In It (the cooperative) as a rebellion 


against the food stores," said Mrs. Margowsky. "They are

ALTHOUGH THERE are no official 


designs for the complex, Mrs. Kolcrus 
would like to sec a two-story building 
with an adjacent parking lot done in a 
"Williamsburg style, or some design that 
is warm, attractive, and homey looking 
to the community," she sold. 


"Tills will be a place where people in 


the township will come for community 
services, welfare, and various social 'ac- 
tivities, so we want it to be an inviting 
and friendly place." The township has 
negotiated a $82,400 price with the prop- 
erty owner for the lot just west of Maude 
Avenue and south of Palatine Road. 


Mrs. Kolcrus said the township would 


purchase the property, tear down the 
present house and construct the complex 
with federal revenue-sharing funds along 
with about $150,000 from the sale of the 
township's present administrative center 
and land. 


Federal guidelines provide that a town- 


ship may use an undetermined portion of 
revenue-sharing funds for capital ex- 
penditures. The township also may have 
to rely on the sale of bonds or on funds 
from a referendum for additional project 
funds, Mrs. Kolcrus said. 


TOWNSHIP OFFICIALS are scheduled 


to meet Oct 15 with the Arlington Heights 
plat and subdivision committee to pre- 
sent the preliminary plans and concoift 
of the complex. 


The architect for the complex, James 


Ray of Arlington Heights, will not be re- 
quired to present detailed and designed 
plans to the village until the township 
meets with the Arlington Heights Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


The site for the complex is zoned resi- 


dential and would require rczonlng to of- 
fice use. Mrs. Kolcrus said she also plans 
to have the lot annexed to the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 


The preliminary agreement that the 


township has made with the owner of the 
site Is contingent upon the rezoning of 
the, property by the village, the positive 
results of the soil tests that would show it 
will support a substantial-sized building, 
and the approval of the project by town- 
ship residents, Mrs. Kolerus said. 


"IF THE VILLAGE will not change 


the zoning of the property then we will 
have to look elsewhere for a site for the 
complex. We also arc concerned about 
getting good response to the complex 
from the township residents," she sold. 


THE TOWNSHIP will conduct a public 


hearing at 7:30 p.m. Oct. 17 at the town- 
ship hall to obtain input and response to 
the project by township residents. 


Mrs. Kolcrus said township and senior 


citizens services probably would be lo- 
cated on the first floor of the complex. 
The other social service agency offices 
and meeting rooms would be on the sec- 
ond level, and the youth facilities would 
be in the basement of the building.

No foul play indicated; police 
Hikers find skeleton in Deer Grove 


The skeletal remains of a body — per- 


haps an accident victim who wandered 
from a car crash more than a year ago 
— were found In the Deer Grove Forest 
Preserve during the weekend. 


Investigators sold the badly decom- 
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posed remains were found Friday by hik- 
ers in Grove No. 1 of the large forest 
preserve near Palatine. The remains 
were found lying on a dry creek bed 
about 100 yards from the path when hik- 
ers found part of a skeleton. 


Hydrant flushing 
slated in village 


Residents may detect a drop In water 


pressure and a slight discoloration of 
their water after midnight Tuesday when 
the village is scheduled to start flushing 
fire hydrants. 


The off-color water will be because of 


rust in the water mains and should clear 
up if the tap is left running for several 
minutes, according to a public works de- 
partment official. The rusty water is 
harmless, the official said. 


It will take five to six days to flush out 


all of the 2,397 fire hydrants in the Vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. The operation 
will continue 24 hours a day, starting at 
the north and south ends of the village 
and progressing toward the center. 


The body apparently had been there 


"more than a year," a County Sheriff's 
Police spokesman said. "It was quite de- 
composed, just bones, really" he said. 


The investigator said they have been 


unable to determine the age of the body 
or any other clues to the victim's identi- 
ty. The remains show no sign of foul 
play, he said. 


"We suspect it could be an accident 


victim, but at this point we don't really 
know," a police spokesman said. 


THERE WERE reports of a Schaum- 


burg man wandering away from an au- 
tomobile crash more than a year ago In 
the vicinity where the body was found. 


The man, reportedly a passenger in a 


car involved in a crash, was never seen 
again. 


A missing person report was filed on 


the man in May 1973. 


Police would not divulge the name on 


that report but the sheriff's department 
spokesman said the skeleton could be 
that of the missing man. Police speculate 
that the accident victim could have 
walked away from the crash in a dazed 
condition, fallen into the creek and died. 


"It could be this man. We just don't 


know yet. There are a number of things 
we have to check out first," the sheriff's 
policeman said. 


The remains were taken to the county 


morgue for tests where 'further identi- 
fication is a possibility. 


Car-cycle crash kills man, 21 


A 21-year-old Hoffman Estates man in- 


jured Thursday night in a car-motorcycle 
accident in Schaumburg died Friday at 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village. 


William R. Wiedenbeck, 349 West View

2 acres at track 
sought for village 
police, firehouse

The Village of Arlington Heights in- 


tends to request a two-acre site at Ar- 
lington Park Race Track in order to 
build a police and (Ire substantion. 


The request, prepared in a letter from 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson to Arlington 
Park Prcs. John F. Loome, la in accord 
with the annexation agreement between 
the village and the race track. The 
agreement appears to obligate the 
track's owner to furnish the site, without 
cost. If asked to do so. 


However the annexation agreement ex- 


pires on Oct. 20, and Arlington Park 
would be under no obligation to supply 
the land after that date, according to Vll- 
I.IRC Atty. Jack M. Slegel. 


Trustee Prank Palmatler said the vil- 


lage board decided to ask for the two 
acres during an executive session last 
week. 


LOOME SAID Friday he was unaware 


of the pending request. He expressed a 
surprise that the trustees would ask for 
the site after unanimously rejecting Ar- 
lington Park's request for an extension 
of the annexation agreement beyond Oct. 
20. He did not, however, rule out the race 
track's acceptance of police — fire sub- 
station. 


The need for a substation has come up 


at meetings between village officials and 
the Richards Group of Illinois, which has 
presented a plan for 5,000 housing units 
on a 190-acre site north of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


The proposed housing development 


plan does not Include a police or lire sta- 
tion site, and £>c exact location of the 
substantion probably will be negotiated 


during meetings on the housing proposal. 


THE VILLAGE'S authority to request 


the land is clearly spelled out In the five- 
year-old annexation agreement. Para- 
graph 5 of the agreement states: 


"The village agrees to furnish such ad- 


ditional police protection as may be re- 
quired for the effective management of 
crowds and 
traffic 
control arising 


from ... the facilities included in the 
development. 


"In order to fully protect said area, if 


requested by the village, the owner will, 
within five years from the date of the 
execution of this agreement, donate with- 
out cost to the tillage a suitable site for 
a police substation, selected by mutual 
agreement of the parties." 


A similar paragraph applies to fire 


protection. 


IT IS DOUBTFUL that the special sta- 


tion, which is not Included in the vil- 
lage's five-year capital improvements 
plan, would be built before construction 
begins on the proposed housing plan. 


Richards Group officials have said it 


may take as long as 20 years to complete 
the housing plan, which includes town- 
houses, mid-rise apartment buildings and 
twelve 33-story apartment buildings. 


The high-rise buildings would be the 


last phase of the development, with town- 
houses built first, they say. 


Loome said Friday he had to wonder 


whether the request for a police and fire 
station site meant the village board 
would reconsider its Sept. 30 decision not 
to extend the annexation agreement. 


However, there is no indication from 


village sources that any reconsideration 
is being planned.
